Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta the wheat ggreement signed | 
at London, Eng., limiting exports 
of the golden grain by major pro- 
ducing couniries has been the chief 
topic of discussion. Although the | 
Federal government has yet to an- 
nounce how the quota is to be made | 
effective, the selling limit based on 
a five-year average is anticipated. 

In brief, the expectation in num- 
@rous sources is that the govern- 
ment will take the average produc- 
tion of the past five years on in- 
dividual farms on a quarter-section 
basis. Through this medium the 
export of wheat would be kept 
within the 200,000,000 bushel limit, 
world markets would be under vir- 
tual control and a higher and more 
stabilized price would be achieved. 


SALE CERTIFICATE PLAN 

A selling-certificate citing the to- 
tal which the individual farmer 
might sell is anticipated, with each 
delivery of wheat by the farmer to 
the elevator being marked off by 
the grain comipany agent when the 
delivery is made. 

As a means of permitting a 
drought - stricken or hail- ridden 
farmer to take part in the selling of 
wheat, the farm locals anticipate 
permission of the government to the 
individual farmer to deal directly 
with another farmer who may have 
produced more wheat than he 
would be permitted to sell under 
his selling certificate. 


CERTIFICATES SALEABLE 

Thus, the farmer who Iost his 
crop through one means or another, 
might be permitted to sell his sell- 
ing-certificate to the farmer who 
had more wheat than he could sell 
on his own certificate, or else he 
might buy wheat from the excess 
production of his neighbor and sell 
it under his own selling-certificate. 

Any production of wheat in ex- 
cess of the individual farmer's right 
under his s2lling-certificate would 
either have to be destroyed or dis- 
posed of in some manner not af- 
fecting world wheat figures. Feed- 
ing to poultry or livestock is anti- 
cipated as the most likely means of 
disposing of the excess. 


QUOTA PLAN APPROVED 


While many farm organizations 
have failed to give enthusiastic 
support of any acreage reduction 
plan, curtailment of wheat produc- 
tion through a quota system won 
approval. Delegates to the annual 
meetings of the Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta wheat pools 
voted approval of the London agree- 
ment as a means of limiting produc- 
tion and effecting higher and more 
stabilized wheat prices. 

The United Farmers of Alberta 
convention in Edmonton accepted 
the wheat agreement but urged re- 
payment to the individual farmer 
be made either through a guaran- 
teed price or a bonus. The Alberta 
farmers urged that now an agree- 
ment had been signed, it was the 
duty of the federal government to 
have it made effective on an equit- 
able basis. 


MANITOBA AGAINST CUT 

Returns from a_ questionnaire 
mailed to more than 250 locals so 
far indicates United Farmers of 
Manitoba do not favor curtailment 
of acreage. A complete check, 
however, will not be made until 
late next month, 

In annual convention at Portage 
La Prairie, last November, the 
P.F.M. tabled a motion endorsing 
the wheat agreement and propos- 
ing individual allotment of deliv- 


ery quotas. s 
Members of the Saskatchewan | 
Wheat Pool favor a plan that 


would provide for no restriction of 
acreage. Instead they urge the 
wheat agreement be implemented 
through marketing channels. Such 
a plan, they believe would be ac- 
complished through establishment 
of a wheat marketing board, 


ASK NO STUBBLE SOWING 

Premier John Bracken, of Mani- 
toba, was reticent yesterday when 
asked what steps would be taken 
by the Manitoba government to ful- 
fil its share in the world wheat 
agreement. It was not yet deter- 
mined, he said, whether legislation 
in connection with the agreement 
would be introduced at the next 
session of the legislature. 

He intimated, however, farmers 
would be asked not to sow wheat 
on lands now in stubble, which was 
known to be a favorite growth for 
the storage of grasshopper eggs.

THRONE SPEECH 
GIVES HOPE OF 
PUBLIC WORKS 


Nation-wide Building Pro- 
gram in Prospect at 
Ottawa 


OTTAWA, Jan. 25—A Domin- 
ion-wide building program to re- 
lieve unemployment and stimu- 
late economic recovery was fore- 
shadowed today in the Speech 
from the Throne, read at the 
opening of parliament by Lord 
Bessborough, the Governor-Gen- 
eral. 

Members and Senators gathered 
in the red-walled Upper House 
while the King’s representative 
opened the session, 

The speech intimated legislation 
would be introduced to “facilitate 
the efficient and profitable market- 
ing of livestock and agricultural 
products,” possibly through some 
form of a markct board. 

Indicating the topsy-turvey state 
of international finance, the speech 
contained reference to several as- 
pects of monetary reform. 

Arising from the world monetary 
conference, the government will 
submit for ratification agreements 
designed to mitigate silver fluctua- 
tions, 

The Bank Act, under which the 
chartered banks operate, will be 
overhauled on the basis of the Mac- 
millan commission report, particu- 
larly the establishment of a cent- 
ral bank. 

The speech foreshadowed legis- 
lation amending the Excise Act, 
possibly to reduce the gallonage tax 
on liquor; the Companies Act, pos- 
sibly to consolidate it on a Domin- 
ion-wide basis with the aid of the 
provinces; the Judges’ Act and the 
Elections Act. 

Throughout the speech were 
ferences to better times and im- 
Proved business conditions. 
There were “sound reasons for be- 


lieving that the world is gradu- | 


ally returning to economic sta- 
bility,” these being reflected in 
Canada “by expanding trade, im- 
proving revenues, increasing em- 
ployment znd a more confident 
outlook upon the future.” 

Canada retained fifth position 
among the world exporting nations, 
due in part to the Ottawa trade 
agreements, now in operation a 
full year. 

WORLD WHEAT ACCORD 

The world wheat agreement, de- 
signed to remove abnormal sup- 
plies from the market and regu- 
late acreage, will be tabled in the 
house, the speech indicated, 

There was no mention of the St. 
Lawrence Waterways treaty, now 
before the United States Senate for 
ratification, 

Overcast skies failed to dampen 
the brilliant settings of the formal 
opening. Crowds gathered early on 
parliament hill to watch the gov- 
ernor-general and his cavalry 
escort arrive at the buildings. 

Inside the senate chamber, bril- 
liantly-gowned women set off the 
sombre red walls, the flashy uni- 
forms of air, land and sea forces 
were in contrast to the drab blue, 
black and grey suits of the legisla- 
tors who gathered in orderly dis- 
order outside the rail. 

The house will adjourn until to- 
morrow. Monday, the general busi- 
ness of the session will begin. The 
first order will be the debate on 
the Speech with the motion to con- 
cur moved by Samuel Gobeil, 
Cons.,, Compton, and seconded by 
H, J. Barber, Cons., Fraser Valley.

Found at different parts in the} 
city, Charles Makley, 50, Russell 
Clark, 39, and Harry Pierpont, 31, 
were taken almost simultaneously 
in a bloodless coup, but were land- 
ed behind bars only after dexterous 
attempts had been made by two of 
them to wield pistols. 

A few hours later John Dillinger, 
master of the gang that is wanted 
for murder, an array of midwestern 
bank robberies, an escape from the 
Indian state prison and a jail de- 
livery in Ohio, stepped in to the 
police trap and, although armed, 
was taken without a fight.

FOR SCHOOLS 


George H. Van Allen. K.C., 
Brands U.F.A. Demand 
as Insidious 


Branding the recent demand of 
the United Farmers of Alberta con- 
vention that socialism be taught in 
Alberta schools as the most insid- 
ious proposal ever made in provin- 
cial educational history, George 
H. Van Allen, K.C., addressed the 
Student Liberal Club of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta Thursday after- 
noon, 


Pointing out that other parties | 


had as much right to teach their 
platforms in the schools, Mr. Van 
Allen continued: “If they force us 
to teach and adopt socialism and 
confiscate freedom of thought to- 


day, they will force us to accept a) 


state religion tomorrow. 

“There is a great opportunity for 
young Liberals to preserve the 
freedom and liberty of our institu- 
tions by fighting to a finish any 
such attempt at the regimentation 
of our thoughts and convictions,” 
the speaker declared. 

In opening his address Mr. Van 
Allen explained the existing struc- 
ture of the educational system and 
pointed out that the department of 
education, directed by the minister, 
controls and manages every branch 
of education in the province with 
the exception of the university. 

“The minister has control of the 
classification, organization, govern- 
ing and inspection of all schools; 
the training and licensing of teach- 
ers, and the authorization of text 
books. 
that almost supreme control over 
education is centralized in one man, 
the minister of education of the 
government in power.” 


THREE REASONS 

Mr. Van Allen stated that edu- 
cation had become an obligation to 
the state for three reasons:— 

1, It is a cogent and practical 
necessity imposed by the fierce in- 
ternational competition which pre- 
st in the arts and industries of 
ife, 

2. Popular vote demands a wide 
diffusion of knowledge and culti- 
vation of intelligence among the 
people. 

3. The humanitarian and_ social 
reason that cultural opportunities 
should be generally made available 
for the people. 

Mr. Van Allen pointed out the im- 
portant part played by the teacher 
in the social scheme and enumer- 


j ated the disadvantages under which 


teachers labor in the present system. 

“The teacher is the one profess- 
ional whose daily bread is in con- 
stant jeopardy by reason that there 
is no permanency in his appoint- 
ment. The training of teachers un- 
like that of all other professions is 
segregated from the Provincial Uni- 
versity and kept in the water-tight 
compartment of ministerial control.” 


REMEDIES AND REFORMS 

The. speaker enumerated remedies 
and reforms the first of which was 
that the occupation of teaching 
should be raised to official profess- 
ional status. Speaking on this point 
Mr. Van Allen said: “The State, 
as such, actually depends more on 
the results of educational work than 
on that of any other profession. 
Nevertheless teaching as a profess- 
ion is relegated by the state to a 
position of hopeless and almost 
helpless inferiority when. compared 
to that of other learned professions.” 

“Formation of a professional so- 
ciety of teachers would form a bul- 
wark against political and religious 
interference in state matters. The 
importance of this latter point can- 
not be over emphasized when the 
recent action of the U.F.A, conven- 
tion is recalled.” 

Other reforms. suggested by the 
speaker were: That the normal 
schools be affiliated with the uni- 
versities; that there be established a 
pension and superannuation scheme 
for the teachers of this province as 
soon as finances reasonably per- 
mit; that the teaching profession be 
placed on an actual contractional 
basis; that the courses of studies 
should be revised so as to better 
equip the child to meet the actual 
problems of life. 

Concluding his statement of pro- 
posed reforms the speaker said: 
“The Liberal party believes that 
one of the great factors causing 
present unemployment is lack of 
education and that education will 


do much to solve that problem. The ; 


Liberal party also believes that 
education is one of the first and 
most pressing problems in this 
province notwithstanding all that 
has been said and written about 
general economic conditions of the 
times, 

“I am convinced that if the Lib- 
eral party is returned to office at 
the next general provincial elec- 
tion, it will reconstruct our school 
system in its very first session and 
that it will bring down measures 
which will carry into effect the 
greater portion of the reforms I 
have suggested.”

NOTHING MORE NEEDED? 

Not much is now expected of a Speech from 
the Throne, and it may be that Premier Ben- 
nett has in mind a good many measures which 
he did not see fit to forecast in the ceremonial 
address with which His Excellency was advis- 
ed to open the session of parliament. That is 
to be hoped, for the text of the speech does not 
disclose any justifying reason for calling the 
members together, or indicate any considerable 
volume of “public business” that they are sup- 
posed to “despatch.” 

On only two matters of general importance 
is it stated that parliament will be asked to 
legislate: 

1. Improved marketing facilities for farm 
products; 

2. The establishment of a Central Bank and 
renewal of bank charters. 

Parliament is informed that certain resolu- 
tions with respect to monetary and financial 
policies on the part of Empire countries will 
be presented, that the wheat curtailment agree- 
ment will be brought down; that the govern- 
ment is considering the subject of short and 
intermediate farm credits; and that it is propos- 
ed to promote employment by constructing pub- 
lic works; but whether parliament will be ask- 
ed to take action on any or all of these matters 
is not stated. 

That is the program for the session as out- 
lined in the Speech. In the language Mr, Ben- 
nett once employed in the legislature of Al- 
berta: “It is a mean and skimpy bill of fare.” 
The reason for that may be found in one of 
the opening sentences of the Speech: “Canada 
occupies a leading position amongst those coun- 
tries where the evidence of a return to per- 
manent prosperity is most convincing.” 

The Government, in other words, thinks the 
depression is about over so far as Canada is 
concerned, and that no special reconstructive 
measures are required. 


THAT WILL NOT HAPPEN 

Premier Taschereau of Quebec wants a 
Royal Commission appointed to investigate the 
economic conditions in the west. Quebec and 
Ontario, he says, pay 80 per cent of the Dom- 
inion taxes out of which assistance has been 
given to the western provinces; and he point- 
edly cites the case of Newfoundland, which has 
been put under a dignified receivership as the 
result of such an enquiry having been made. 
The inference is plain. 

Since Mr. Taschereau is continuing his de- 
mand after the close of the Ottawa confer- 
ence, the new’“entente cordiale” that was sup- 
posed to have been born there does not seem 
to be nearly as cordial as it might be. 

The Dominion has of course a perfect right 
to institute such an investigation if that is 
‘thought to be necessary or wise. Against the 
procedure the west could make no proper com- 
plaint, provided the enquiry were thorough and 
impartial. The Dominion may fairly ask how 
and for what the money it advanced to these 
provinces has been spent. 

But equally the western provinces have a 
right to demand their economic value to the 
Dominion be given the attention due to it, From 
what has happened during the last three years 
it is fairly obvious that the western wheat crop 
supplies indirectly the bulk of the revenue 
from which the eastern provinces pay their 
federal taxes, 

And if as the result of such enquiry the 
eastern rovincse think they would be better 
off if they were freed from the “burden” of 
their political connection with the west, there 
will be no rebellion in this half of the Dominion 
to prevent them bringing about the separation. 

But one thing Premier Taschereau and all 
others concerned may as well understand; the 
west is not going to be put under any receiver- 
ship and farmed for the benefit of eastern bond- 
holders, If the Premier is advancing that idea 
on behalf of the financial barons of St. James 
street, he had better take another think. 


NORTHERN TRAFFIC NEEDS 

The Edmonton Chamber of Commerce is 
very properly urging that a beginning be made 
this summer on the improvement of Great 
Bear river, the connecting link between Great 
Bear lake and the Mackenzie, in order to make 
this waterway navigable by boats, and there- 
fore useful as a channel for the shipping of 
equipment and supplies into the new mining 
region and the outward shipment of ore. 

Something should also be done during the 
summer to improve the ground arrangements 
for airplanes at northern points. The airplane 
is evidently destined to be for many years the 
means of travel and quick transport between 
these points and Edmonton and other centres 


along the northern edge of the railway belt; 
the only means of travel and transport other 
than the dog team during half the year. 

Private enterprise has supplied the planes 
and is pperating them. In view of the public 
importance of the developments at Great 
Bear lake, and of the fur and other business 
operations throughout the great north country, 
reasonable assistance should be given by the 
Provincial and Dominion Governments to make 
the carrying on of this service safe and free 
from unnecessary hardship and inconvenience. 

No one but themselves can know what the 
airmen flying these northern routes endured 
during the cold weather of December. Some- 
thing of what they went through, and of the 
risks to which they and their passengers were 
exposed, has been made known to outsiders, 
and imagination can supply a good deal more 
for those who know what 60 degrees below 
zero mean for a traveller in any sort of convey- 
ance other than a well-heated railway train. 

The dependence of the north upon the air- 
plane is now well.ecnough established to war- 
rant and require the provision of facilities for 
its operation throughout that region with a 
minimum of danger and hardship, At every im- 
portant port of call there should be a properly 
made and marked landing field, equipped with 
some lighting arrangement that will enable a 
benighted pilot to set his machine down with- 
out trusting altogether to guess-work and good 
luck. And at all these points there should be 
heated shelters in which a plane can be housed 
over night, without the necessity of draining 
and re-filling the crank case; and where minor 
repairs can be made. 

These are only minimum requirements, but 
the conting of another winter should see at 
least these facilities provided at the more im- 
portant points along the northern airlines. 

To make these improvements would of 
course cost money. But it would cost a good 
deal more to build a railway to Great Bear 
lake, If the development of the mining area 
there is to depend upon water navigation and 
air navigation, public money should be spent 
in any reasonable amount necessary to make 
these services efficient and safe. And if the 
building of a railway can thereby be postponed 
indefinitely, what is saved in interest charges 
alone on the cost of the railway would pay for 
all the improvements urgently required on both 
the waterways and the airways.

But 
with every year we see more clearly how much 
greater the advantage would be to be right 
on the line. The railway, or direct connection 
without trans-shipment by means of electric 
railway, is what this town needs and is all that 
it needs, and to secure that the remaining 
credit of the town should be carefully reserved 
and every energy of the new council be ex- 
erted. Interlocked with the railway question is 
the bridge question. The one involves the other 
to a certain extent, but if we build the rail- 
way the government cannot longer refuse to 
carry out its oft repeated promises regarding a 
bridge.

On This Date 


~~ A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1898 Sir 
Frederick Middleton died at 
the Tower of London, at which 
he had been keeper of the 
crown jewels for some years. 

To the present generation his 
name is comparatively un- 
known, but in the 80's and 90's 
of the last century his name 
was in everyone’s mouth, first 
the object of commendation, 
latterly the target of censure. 
He was an Ulster man, born at 
Belfast in 1825; entering the 
army at an early age he soon 
won promotion, especially dur- 
ing the Indian mutiny. 

He was out here in garrison 
in 1868 and when offered the 
command of Canadian militia 
in 1884 he jumped at the offer. 
It looked like an easy chair 
job at Ottawa, with a little 
traveling on inspection and 
just looking after the routine 
at headquarters; but he had 
his good luck. When Riel 
launched his second rebellion, 
in 1885, on the Saskatchewan, 
Middleton naturally took com- 
mand, went in haste to Win- 
nipeg and in due course pro- 
ceeded to Saskatchewan where 
he conducted the campaign. 

As the G.O.C, he got all the 
credit for the suppression of 
the rebellion, though as a mat- 
ter of fact the credit belonged 
to the Canadian militia, men 


| and officers, who did the dirty 


work and the fighting. Middle- 
ton was caustically criticized 
by Canadian officers, notably 
Col, G. T. Denison, but some 
one had to have the honors and 
so Middleton was knighted, 
given the thanks of parliament 
and a grant of $20,000, while 
the men who did the trick were 
perforce satisfied with a medal 


, and land scrip, most of which 


was sold to speculators for 
very few of the lads from east- 


| course by the 


ern Canada returned west to 
take up land. 

After the rebellion excite- 
ment had passed Sir Fred set- 
tled down to a quiet time at 
Ottawa, but that dream was 
dispelled. Soon after his re- 
turn there were rumors around 
Parliament Hill that the gen- 
eral and his staff had been 
pretty liberal in their appro- 
priation of the property of the 
halfbreeds, especially so as re- 
gards furs. At first it was con- 
sidered just talk, but 1889 it 
was generally accepted that 
where there was so much 
smoke there was some fire, 
and in the session of 1890 the 
Liberals preferred charges that 
the general had “appropriated” 
quite a quantity of furs during 
the campaign of 1885. 

He sought to justify his 
defence that 
“loot” was permitted in Bri- 
tain’s little wars, an attitude 
which brought severe reproof 
from Sir John Macdonald. 

After a long investigation the 
House of Commons censured 
the general, ordered the return 
of such of the furs as had not 
been sold and the general was 
made to pay compensation to 
the Prince Albert man whose 
furs had been looted. Although 
the indictment was made by 
the Liberals the judgment was 
unanimous. Sir Frederick had 
not a friend.on the floor of the 
house. I shall never forget Sir 
John’s sarcastic comment that 
looting might be permitted in 
other countries but would 
never be permitted in Canada. 

The general soon after went 
“home” and was rewarded for 
his “cruel treatment by the 
colony” by being given a nice 
soft job at a good salary, so 
perhaps he was not so unfor- 
tunate after all! 


‘Number 534” 


On Sunday last, in the 
course of his talk giving a re- 
view of the week's news, un- 
der auspices of the Canadian 
Radio Commission, Mr. A. E 
Kelly, editor-in-chief of the 
Halifax Herald and Halifax 
Mail, mentioned the interesting 
fact that a partial merger has 
taken place between two great 
shipping interests—the Cunard 
Line and the White Star. 

Of equal importance was Mr. 
Kelly's statement regarding 
the great “mystery” liner, now 
known as “Number 534,” work 
on which was halted 
years ago. 

Of vital interest to Scottish 
industrial circles generally, the 
Clyde shipyards in particular, 
and to shipping interests the 
world over was the announce- 
ment made recently by the 
British Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to the effect that work 
will be resumed shortly on this 
great ship. Incidentally, while 
Officially it is still known as 
“Number 534,” it is being sug- 
gested that the liner be named 
the “Haligonian,” after the 
founder of the Cunard Line, 
who was born in Halifax, N.S. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s announce- 
ment was the best information 
shipbuilders of Scotland have 
received for many years, and 
it will provide a_ cheerful 
stimulus to the whole of Scot- 
tish industry and shipbuilding 
generally. 

For many years shipbuilding 
in Scotland, as elsewhere, has 
been in a deplorable condition. 
The writer visited that country 
during the years 1922 to 1927, 
and on numerous trips down

the Clyde, it was positively 
heartbreaking to see the great 
shipyards dormant. 

Then early in J930 Cunard 
decided to build a great liner. 
In May of that year the firm 
of John Brown & Co, of 
Clydebank, was selected to 
build the vessel, and by De- 
cember Ist the contract was 
signed and the keel laid. By 
June of the following year 
construction was well ad- 
vanced and the vessel fast tak~- 
ing shape. 

Then difficulties arose, chief- 
ly of a financial nature. On 
December 12, 1931, construc- 
tion was ordered stopped and 
all workers discharged. When 
work ceased some 3600 men 
were being directly employed, 
on the vessel itself, and from 
10,000 to 20,000 indirectly em- 
ployed, embracing all classes 
from rivet heaters to famous 
artists. 

Early in 1932 the Cunard 
company approached the gov- 
ernment with a request for 
help to complete the vessel, 
and was refused. In the two 
years since work was stopped 
on “Number 534” approxi- 
mately one million dollars has 
been paid out in unemploy- 
ment benefits to the workmen 
discharged. And now, after 
all, the original request has 
been granted! 

In the fall of 1933 a pact was 
made between the Cunard and 
White Star companies to gain 
government aid in completing 
the ship, and on December 13th 
their success was announced.

While Dollfuss Waits Re- 


ply to Protest Against 
Terrorism, Nazi Press

BERLIN, Jan. 26.-—-The German 

reply to a recent Austrian com- 
plaint against Nazi activities in 

Austria, Reichsminister Goering’s 
National Zeitung said yesterday, 
can only be that official German 
‘quarters never made the slightest 
attempt to interfere with Austria's 
sovereignty, 

“Another matter,” the newspaper 
continued, “is the ideal support 
which German Co-Nationals natur- 
ally find in the National Socialist 
movement for pursuing their strug- 
gle against the Dollfuss regime, but 
this has nothing to do with the gov- 
ernment and no grounds will be 
discovered for justifying an appeal 
to the League of Nations. 

“It is not even a case of a dis- 
pute between nations for there is 
cnly one German nation, of which 
Austria forms a part.” 

Austrian newspapers have urged 
Chancellor Dollfuss to seek the aid 
of the League of Nations council to 
compel Germany to guarantee Aus- 
tria’s independence and to stop al- 
leged Nazi terrorism in the neigh- 
boring countries. 

(Chancellor Dollfuss has been 
represented as believing Germany 
will give a satisfactory reply and 
make an appeal to the league un- 
necessary).

SEES SANITY AS 
WORLD SAFEGUARD 


TORONTO, Jan. 26.—‘Tariff barriers 
obstructing international trade, pro- 
longed instability of monetary ex- 
change, obsession of economic nation- 
alism, confusion of 
wart debts, waste of armaments, the 
spirit of militarism abroad and even 
the menace of war are still to be 
reckoned with,” said Sir Robert Bor- 
den, president of the Crown Life In- 
surance Company, in discussing world 
conditions at the annual meeting here. 
“However, there is reason to hope and 
indeed believe that there remain in 
the world such sanity of judgment and 
breadth of vision as will prevent any 
disastrous outcome.” 

Last March saw the beginning pf 
an upturn in business conditions which 
has continued and was not checked 
even by the disappointing result of the 
World Economic and Monetary Con- 
ference, said Sir Robert. He referred 
to the “tremendous effort of far- 
reaching significance” being made in 
the United States for rehabilitation, 
and the prolonged conditions of diffi- 
culty, hardship and suffering which 
are testing the strength and wisdom 
; of political leadership in all countries. 
“If the test is successfully met, there 
mya be compensation for suffering in 
distinctive progress and saner out- 
look,” he declared. “The fabric of 
the existing social order will be 
strengthened by readjustments estab- 
lishing surer stability through the 
more systematic direction of produc- 
tion and employment.” 

Confidence, he thought, had been 
“measurably renewed." In Canada, 
some impediments to trade within the 
Empire had been removed by the 
Economic Conférence of two years ago, 
and this had already brought about 
“notable results.” 

The annual financial report, pre- 
sented by H. R. Stephenson, general 
manager, showed that the company
